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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Engineers of the Fire Department of the town of Troy 
respectfully submit the following Annual Report :— 

Your Engineers have caused the Engine and Hose Carriage 
to be thoroughly repaired and painted the past year, thinking 
it best to have it done at this time, as the Engine Company 
donated fifty dollars to the town towards painting the same. 

The old crank Engine has been repaired and put in perfect 
order for use. This we consider a great benefit to the Depart- 
ment, as has been proved by the service done and the amount 
of property saved by it at the late fire of EH. Buttrick & Co’s 
pail shop. The amount saved by this small engine alone was 
more than enough to pay the whole expense of our Fire De- 
partment for the past year. 

The expense of our Fire Department the past year has 
necessarily been large: for repairs on both Engines and paint- 
ing there has been expended the sum of one hundred and forty- 
three dollars and thirty-five cents for the Department the past 
year. 

We would say that we have two Engines, sufficient Hose 
for the present, Fire Hook, Ladders, and a Sled for the use of 
the Department, and they are all in good order; and we do 
not see where the Department will be of much expense to the 
town for a number of years to come.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Superintending School Committee respectfully sub- 
mit the following Report of the Schools in the town of Troy, 
for the year ending March 1, 1878 :— 


The several Districts have been fortunate in selecting for 
Prudential Committees, men who feel a deep interest in the 
welfare of our schools, and who have sought and secured the 
best of teachers. Consequently as we look over the work of 
the year we find a decided advance has been gained in scholar- 
ship by all our children. 

The average attendance in the schools stands much the same 
as last year, but in some Districts punctuality has gained 
ground. We still urge upon parents and all interested the 
importance of having their children at school every day during 
the term, and at nine A. M., and one o’clock P. M. 


We are pleased to note the large list of visitors shown in 
the several registers; this indicates not only a general interest 
in schools, but tact on part of teacher in varying the exercises 
so as to make them of interest to visitors. We fear parents 
do not fully realize how much frequent visits to the school- 
room encourage both teacher and pupil. 

The new series of Readers introduced has much increased 
the interest in that branch. Arithmetic, mental and written, 
also higher Mathematics (in some schools) have received great 
attention; let teachers see to it that no rule in these branches 
be passed over till thoroughly understood. Vocal music has 
been practiced with very favorable results, and we recommend 
it in the future. 

Our schoo! houses have received but little attention in the 
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way of repairs during the year; much might be done to beau- 
tify the rooms and add to the comfort of the pupils. 


District No. 1.—Wm. J. Boyden, Prudential Committee. 
The Summer and Winter Terms were taught by Mrs. L. B. 
Wright. The Summer Term continued teh weeks. Number 
of scholars, seventy; average attendance, sixty-four. The 
Winter Term continued twelve weeks. Number of scholars, 
forty-four; average attendance, thirty-seven. Under the wise 
management and accurate teaching of Mrs. Wright, great 
progress was manifest at the final examination. | 

The school for scholars under ten years was divided into 
two terms of ten and four weeks, both taught by Miss Jennie 
Newton. with marked success. Number of scholars, thirty- 
seven; average attendance, thirty. 


District No. 2.—Wm. H. Harris, Prudential Committee. 
The Summer Term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Nellie 
L. Richardson. of Marlboro’, an excellent teacher, under whose 
direction a change for the better was at once observed in order, 
discipline and the attention given to study. Number of schol- 
ars, forty-two; average attendance, thirty-five. 

The Winter Term of sixteen weeks was taught by Miss 
Julia A. Blanding, of Swanzey. In the closing examination 
it was manifest that the school had been under the care of a 
good teacher, and the pupils had made wise improvement of 
their time. Number of scholars, thirty-seven; average at- 
tendance, twenty-six. 

District No. 8.—Simeon Merrifield, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Both terms of this school, embracing nineteen weeks, 
were taught by Miss Jennie G. Clark. Miss Clark has excel- 
lent qualifications, and under her direction the scholars made 
great improvement. | 

District No. 4.—Webster Corey, Prudential Committee. 
The Summer Term of seven weeks, was under the instruction 
of Miss Belle Watson, who had taught several terms in other 
Districts with good success. But owing to insubordination and 
lack of interest on the part of pupils, the school did not meet 
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the expectations of those interested, yet the closing exercises 
were good. Number of scholars. twenty-one; average attend- 
ance, twenty. 

The Winter Term of eleven weeks, was under the care of 
Miss Augusta Pierce of Chesterfield; a teacher of large expe- 
rience and superior ability. This school, under her judicious 
management and thorough instruction, made good progress. 
Order prevailed, and the closing examination was satisfactory. 
Whole number of scholars, thirty-two; average attendance, 
twenty-nine. 

District No. 5.—Daniel Streeter, Prudential Committee. 
In this District there was but one term of nine weeks, taught 
by Miss Cora R Due of Marlboro’, with marked success. 
Whole number of scholars, eight; average attendance, seven. 

District No. 6.—Charles D. Clark, Prudential Commit- 
tee. This school was kept in one continuous term of fourteen 
weeks, by Miss Ella Watson, one of our best instructors. 
Good progress was manifest at the final examination. Whole 
number of scholars, five; average attendance, five.
